The San Juan Award. - 


BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN UCEITED sTaTESs TEB- 
RITORY ARO BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The following is the boundary line which 
has been agreed to between the two Govern- 
ments since the award defining San Juan « 
part of the United States : 


The boundary line commences at the point 
on the 49 parallel of north latitude on the 
west side of Point Roberts, which is maiked 
by a stone mooument, and the line is contin- 
ued along the same parallel to the middle of 
the channel which separates the continent 
from Vancouver Istand—tha: is to say, to a 
point im longitude 123° 9/ 15// west, se 
shown in the said chart. 

It'then proceeds in a direction about south 
50° east (true) for about 15 geographical 
wiles, when it corves to the southward, pase- 
ing equidistant between the west paint of

HOUSE OF COMMONS, OTTAWA, MAY 20TH. 


Mr. Speaker took the chair at 3:20. 

Mr. Paquet presented the report of the 
Committee on Hygenie. He moved that the 
report be printed.

Kt Hon, Sir Johu A. Macdonald then rose 
and in a voice tremulous with emotion, said: 
Mr. Speaker, | have a painful duty to falfil 
to this House. I bave received a telegram 
this mworsing ftom Sir Jobo Rose, which I 
will read te the House: 

‘Sir George had a relapse last Tuesday, 
and be died peacetully at six o’clock this 
morning. His body will be seat by Quebec 
steamer on the 29th. 

“ Rose.” 
I feel myself, Sir, quite unable to say more 
at this moment. 

The right hon. gentleman resumed his seat 
greatly affected, and amid the profoundest 
silence. 

Hoa. Mr, Langevin, who spoke with difi- 
culty, said Mr. Speaker, hen. gentlemen will 
assuredly know how painfully the news that 
the Prime Minister has communicated to the 
House to-day bas affectei me. I know how 
much my colleague the Prime Minister feels 
the logs that we have sustaived. The proud 
position that Sir George Cartier occupied in 
this country, the service which be rendered, 
sot only to Lower Canada, but to all this 
country, will remove all cause of wonder 
that news like this should be received as it 
bas been—amidst the tears of his colleagues, 
Those who for tweaty-five years have knowao 
Sie George Cartier, as I bave done; those 
who have kaowa the goodness of bis heart; 
those who have known the services which he 
has rendered to the country, will fally under- 
stand how deeply his colleagues feel the blow. 
The present is not the moment for me to 
niogize his memory, or to say what place 
history will accord to him. It is only neces- 
sary for me to tell you bow deeply—how 
truly—we feel his loss; aod in announcing 
his death, to add, that in the deuth of this 
great citizen we bave lost, vot only a true 
and a sincere friend, but a man who did 
honor to his race, and who wouid have done 
bonor to any people. 

Rt. Hoa. Sir John A. Macdonald—lI wil! 
say now that under these circumstances I 
would like to kuow the wishes of the House 
with respect to an adjournment, Last session, 
when we bad lost a distinguished Canadian —

strict rule as it is carried out ia England. At 
the same time, this is a very exceptional 
case. Sir George Cartier beid a position 
which almost 50 man ion Canada has beld for 
very many years, and | am quite eure that 
this House will do what they think is best 
under the circumstasces. On the whole, sir, 
my own opioion is in favor of our, as it were, 
meeting what would be hia wishes, by letting 
no private consideration prevent the business 
of the country from going oa, and by at once 
proceeding to business. This is a suggestion 
that comes from me, as it will be felt by 
everyone who bears me, in the public inte- 
rest, and is made with great violence to my 
own feeliugs, bat think that en the whole 
it is better that we should proceed with the 
iness. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie—It is always a solemn 
thing, sir,te be brought face to face with 
death, aod especially when it affects those 
with whom we have been loog associated 
either in public or in private life, and I feel 
to-day, with probably every member of this 
House, that in the loss of Sir George Cartier, 
the country has sustained a public loss of n0 
ordinary magnitude, It has been my fortune 
to sit with that bon. gentleman for the last 
four or Give Parliaments. It never was my 
fortune to agree with bim in bia political 
views or to follow bim as one o° bis pulitiv | 
allies. At the same time it never was my 
misfortune to have anything but the best 
personal relations with him, aad I was strack 
witb sedovss at the suddenness of bis death, 
bis somewhat premature death, for although 
we knew his health was io a failing condi- 
tioa, no one thought there was any immediate 
danger of his life. 

Rt. Hon. Sir John A. Macdonald—dear, 
bear. 

Mr. Mackenzie— We have all looked forward 
for the past few weeks, before the House rose, 
to be able to welcome him as a member of the 
old Parliament back to his old place. That 
is, of course, now impossible, and I am sure 


this side of the House will be willing to|, 


agree to any course that bis owa friends 
think wise or judicious, in order to pay that 
tribute to his memory that his prominent and 
official position in the House where he long 
reigoed as the strongest man in it, deserves. 
T at the same time agree with the remarks of 
the hon. Premier, that we would perbapabest 
consalt Sir George Cartier’s own views whea 
in life, by adhering to the course which he 
suggested on the occasion of Mr. Sandfield 
Macdooald’s death. At that time we had be- 


j fore us ® very recent example of what was 


done in England uoder similar circumstances. 
When Lerd Clarendon died the English Par- 
liament was ia session, and although be was 
a leading aiember of that Ministry, and ene 
of the grandést specimens of the old Eaglish 
nobilicy, it was not thought due to the occa- 
sion that even the House of which be was a 
member should adjourn on tbat account. 
Gesiness was carried on as before aod the 
example seems to have been set in that re- 
spect by the English Parliament to which we 
look for a model for our procedure in most 
cases. We should also remember that the 
memory of the departed great does not de- 
re upon the adjournment of the House, 
ut more upon the affection with which the 
object of the adjournment may be enshrined 
in the le’s hearts, and although we should 
adjouro, it may not be more « mark of re- 
spect in the estimation of anyone to the de- 
parted statesman than mentioning his name 
as we do from side to side of this House now. 
If be were bere and any of bis colleagues 
not osly ia the Ministry but io Parliament 
sboald have departed this life ander similar 
circumstances, no one would be more ready 
than Sir George Cartier to say a kindly word 
in memory of those who bad passed away, 
and at the same time he would be contented 
to give that expression of bis feelings which 
is fitting on such occasions, without at a 
critical period of the session asking for aa 
adjoarnment of the House, in order moet fit- 
tingly to impress the respect due to bis mem- 
ory upon the minds of those who remain. [| 
can only say in regard to bis memory that 
bie name bes much to do with Canadian his- 
tory, and although many of us differed, and 
differed verv seriously -from the political 
views which he beld; and although we 
sometimes had in this House severe contests, 
they were not often of anything but a mere 
political nature. We all recognize the merit 
that enabled Sir George Cartier to rise to the 
position that he oecupied, and we all regret 
that he bas passed away from amongst us 
without baviog an opportunity in this new 
Parliament, of having been present even for 
aday. Ican only eapress my own sincere 
sympathy with bis personal friends and rela- 
tions, and the sympathy of the political party 
with whieh I am allied. I trust 1 may be 
able to convey it with the knowledge that it 
is sincere and unanimous amongst the gen- 
tlemen on this side of the House.
